— Saratoga's race meeting in 
August will lie featured by the revival of many 
famous stakes. Conditions for twenty-eight fixtures 
have been announced by the Saratoga Association 
for the Improvement of the Breed of Horses. Tin- 
list includes the Saratoga Handicap. $5.(100 guaran- 
teed: the Samlford Memorial. $.">.500 guaranteed, 

which lakes the place of the llurricana Stakes, and 
the Saratoga Special, which will carry $1,000 in 
added money and $500 in plate. Other sjakcs are 
llie Saratoga Cup. Champlain. Delaware and Mer- 
chants and Citizens Handicaps, the Travers, Huron. 
Alabama. Saranac. Mohawk and Seneca, all for three 
year-olds. 

Tlie two-year-old fixtures are the Ho|iefnl. United 
States Hotel. Grand I ttion Hotel, Flash, Spitiaway. 
Albany Handicap. Adirondack Handicap. Troy amt 
Kentucky Selling Stakes. Tile steeplechases are the 
Saratoga. North American. Beverwyck and Shlllclak. 
Entries close on May 12. 

The overnight program for the Belmont Dark meet 
ing will In- made up In two books. The first, which 
is now under consideration, will lie for nine days, 
and provisions will be made for all classes of horses. 
The stake events are ample to take care of the bet- 
ter class of horses to a large extent, while selling 
platers and horses of cheaper class will find plenty 
of opportunities in the overnight races. The pro- 
gram for the last nine days will not tie made up 
until after the horses are on the ground and will be 
f rano'il to suit tin- material at hand.

New York. April IS. — The temporary injunction 
granted by Judge Julius M. Mayer in the United 
Slates District Court forbids the Jockey Club, the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association and the 
officers and members of Imtli to exercise any author- 
ity or jurisdiction in any way over racing in any 
part of the United States except with New York 
state. Both organizations and their officers are also 
restrained from interfering in any way with any 
horse, horse owner, race track owner, trainer or 
jockey participating in any meeting not sanctioned 
by tin- Jockey Club. 

The order is made returnable April 25 before 
Judge Mayer, when the officers of botii organizations 
and of virtually every other racing association in 
this state must show cause why the Jockey Club 
and its auxilliary associations should not perma- 
nently la- restrained from exercising any official 
influence on racing outside Miis state. 

This is the first response of the Federal Court to 
tile petition of the Maryland State Fair Associa- 
tion. which controls a race course at IatureL Mil., 
and which, through Manager Many D. Brown, pre- 
sents the plea that the Jockey Club's inffm-nee over 
racing is virtually "an illegal combination in re- 
straint if trade." to quote tin- petition. Attorney 
Grant Fox represents tin- Maryland organization. 

The temporary order will not have any serious 
effect upon racing at Norfolk. Pimlico nor iqmii the 
ra.-e meeting which opens today at Havre de 
Grace, although this is one of the meetings author 
ized by the Jockey Club and conducted under its 
rules and, regulations. Stewards have been ap- 
pointed by the Jockey Club for the Havre de Grace 
un-cling to see that its rules are enforced. The 
officials of tin- meeting have also been appointed 
under the approval of the Jockey Club. 

Until tin- matter has been threshed out in tin* 
Federal Court, the jurisdiction of the Jockey Club 
in all meetings usually under its sanction will 
probably lie recognized by courtesy. 

Attached to Judge Mayer’s order as it was filed 
in ihe clerk's office were affidavits by United States 
Marshall William Henkel that subpoenas lmd been 
served upon August Belmont. 

Attorneys for the Jockey Club and the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association may file atli- 
davits within four days before the return of the 
wt it.

— The third annual meet- 
ing of Hie Cooqr d'Alene Fair and Racing Associa- 
tion will open tomorrow at the beautiful Alan course. 
The pro-peels for a successful o|ieuiiig are bright. 
The city is filled with racegoers of the west, with a 
sprinkling of easterners. Many devotees of tin- 
s|H>rt have journeyed hero from Vancouver.
